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Dear WTA: What is the policy on articles about events that appear 
in the VFP? Signed, Group Organizer 
Dear G.O., Good question. The basic policy is this: Valley Free 
Press will include any article about events of interest to the local 
GLBT community if the event is: Supporting a local GLBTA friendly 
not-for-profit (NhP) group in some way or is of interest to the GLBT 
community as news. That means we will include the events of all 
local GLBTA NFP groups, as we have been doing for 6 years. 
However, we also encourage for-profit enterprises to hold events 
which support or benefit NFPs. We'll cover those events too. 

Of course, we are working under a few other constraints. 
Obviously this is a small paper. We try to include between 40 and 
50 articles every month. The production and printing of this paper is 
paid for by the publishers - Liz Bradbury and Trish Sullivan. PA- 
GALA has nothing to do with the Valley Free Press, other than 
paying the postage to mail it to its members. 

The Valley Free Press has no advertising in it, so it makes no 
money. We do not charge any organization to post information in 
the paper. On rare occasion, we accept a mailer to be stuffed into 
the paper. We charge a small fee for that. This month Equality has 
paid for the inclusion of a mailer and we charged them $50. 

Here are some of the other constraints that influence the 
publication of articles about events. 

1. We must get it by the publication deadline (the 21st of the 
previous month) 

| 2. The press release must make sense and have necessary 
information. 

3. The group must be GLBT-friendly or GLBT-supportive. 

4. The event must not be harmful to the community. 

5. The information in the article or about the event must be true. 

6. The article must not demean or negatively criticize the efforts of 
other groups or individuals who are trying to do positive things in 
the community. 

7. We must have the space to include it. 

8. The information is appropriate for all people to read. 

Priority is given to events or articles that are: local to the Lehigh 
Valley; of interest to many people; not too far in advance; an effort 
to further pro-GLBT civil rights; positive in approach; not in direct 
I conflict with other events; and are sent to us directly by the group or 
organization in a short, clear press release. We also reserve the 
right to make decisons about things as they come up. 

Everything in the VFP begins with the incontestable opinion that 
the value of gay, lesbian, bisexual and transgender lives is to be 
celebrated, not debated. LB

Dear Denise, My partner and I would like to buy a home, but our 
credit isn’t great. How can we qualify for the low interest rates that 
are advertised for mortgage loans? Signed, Future 
Homeowners 

Dear FH, Mortgage rates are currently in the 5.38% range. Now 
may be the time to become a homeowner and affix your rainbow 
flag proudly above your garage door. I will identify what "good 
credit" entails. First, find out your risk score from all three credit 
bureaus (Equifax, Experian and Trans Union). A risk score of 640 
and above will usually qualify you for the lowest interest rates. In 
addition to the score, there are a few things mortgage companies 
will consider. 

a. . You cannot have filed for bankruptcy in the last four years 
and cannot be in a Chapter 13 bankruptcy repayment plan 

b. . You cannot have accounts placed with a credit counseling 
service 

c. . You cannot have outstanding collection accounts, IRS tax 
liens, child support liens, judgments or chargeoffs. 

d. . You cannot have had a foreclosure on any property in the 
last four years. 

If you cannot meet these criteria, you will most likely not qualify 
for the best interest rates advertised in the media. So now what? 
Do you just give up? Giving up is not in my book. Find a way to 
solve the problem. 

Depending on your credit profile, you could qualify for financing 
with extra money down. This may mean waiting a little longer and 
saving for the larger down payment. Another solution is to ask 
your seller to carry financing. It would reduce the amount of 
money you would need for the down payment. 

Some lenders will allow mini second mortgages on their loans 
of up to 5 percent. For instance, say you qualify for $170,000 and 
the home you want to buy is $200,000. With a second mortgage, 
you can reduce your down payment to $20,000 instead of 
$30,000. 

Sub prime loans can include the "zero-down" loan programs. 
These usually require better credit but you can purchase a home 
with a 100 percent loan, which would require you to bring in the 
closing costs at settlement. 

Government loans can get you into a home with questionable 
credit. FHA loans do not use credit-scoring models to make 
underwriting decisions. With these loans, you may be able to own 
the home with 3 percent down or less. You must also be at least 
two years away from any bankruptcy or foreclosure. 

Finding a home for you and your partner in a gay friendly 
neighborhood can be challenging, but also exciting. The whole 
process can be a chore. Once it is completed and you have a yard 
large enough for your three dogs, you can relax and fall into the 
new routine.

PA-GALA strongly condemns Santorum's assertion that there is any similarity between 
the recognition of the legal rights of committed same-sex couples and the tragic outcomes 
of the September 11 attacks. 

An article that appeared in the Morning Call newspaper in Pennsylvania, titled, "Gay 
marriage amendment splits state lawmakers, but not by party," (By Jeff Miller), asked 
lawmakers representing Pennsylvania about their views on President Bush's 
announcementthat he supports a Constitutional Amendment. Among those interviewed 
was US Senator Rick Santorum, who was quoted in the article as saying: 

"This is an issue just like 9-11, we didrlt decide we wanted to fight 
the war on terrorism because we wanted to. It was brought to us. 

And if not now, when? When the supreme courts in all 

the other states have succumbed to the Massachusetts version of the law? 

"Highly placed officials in the Republican party insist that an amendment banning 
same-sex marriage is not discrimination, but statements like that of Senator Santorum 
indicate the distorted and homophobic views that are fueling this anti-equality effort by the 
President and his party," says Liz Bradbury, of the Pennsylvania Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance, "No, Mr. Santorum, two senior citizen lesbians who have been together for 50 
years obtaining a civil marriage, is not the same as the destruction of the World Trade 
Center, the murderof thousandsof people, or the attack on the Pentagon." 

Santorum has spoken against gay and lesbian families in the past, evoking his personal 
religious views as cause for condemnation of others who do not hold the same view point 
as himself, but activists see this most recent statement as beyond rational discourse. 

PA-GALA calls on all national and state organizationsto openly and strongly condemn 
Santorum's statement and to bring it to the attention of the American people. If the number 
3 GOP leader really believes that dealing with same-sex marriage is similar to dealing with 
horrific attacks by terrorists, then obviously the entire premise for this amendment is 
based in irrational and insupportablefear and misinformation.

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PARENTHOOD 101 

I It is beneficial for all new parents to take a class in parenting. Many 
local hospitals offer these classes. If not that, then buy a book on 
baby's first year. Additionally, the new parent receives loads of on- 
the-job training in which a lot is learned by trial and error. 

Every new parent is faced with so many previously trivial but now 
important decisions to make. Whether to breast-feed or use 
formula and if using formula, whether to use milk- based or soy- 
based formula. Factors used in making the decision are 
convenience, nutritional benefits, and the baby's ability to tolerate 
a particular form of nourishment. 

Then there is the question of whether to use cloth diapers or 
disposable diapers. Do they even make cloth diapers anymore? 
Again convenience plays a major factor in choosing disposable 
diapers but there are some parents who chose to be conscientious 
with respect to the environment and use cloth diapers. Wow! 

Choosing a pediatrician is a more difficult task. One can look up 
names in the phone book but that is hit or miss. The best resource 
is other parents. Other parents can give invaluable information as 
to whether a pediatrician has a good "bedside" manner, whether

Many of these decisions can be made prior to the arrival of baby, 

I but ultimately changes are made to accommodate the desires of 
the parent or more importantly the needs of the baby. Speaking of 
the baby's needs, there a quite a few of those. The need to eat, 
sleep, be kept warm and dry, be burped, be laid down, be picked 
up, be rocked, be bathed, be amused, be comforted, etc. 

The baby communicates most of these needs with a cry. Some 
babies are fussy and some are laid back. Translation: some cry 
more than others do. It is the duty of the parent to satisfy these 
needs. After a while the parent does begin to anticipate what a 
baby will need and when, but it takes much patience to get to that 
point. Patience truly is a virtue. 

A word of advice for the new parents it to make time for each other 
together and/or apart or time alone or out for a single parent. That 
gives true meaning to the word quality time as there is not much of 
it, but its value is invaluable both for the child, the parent, and/or 
| the couple. 

NEW BUSH APPOINTEE 
REMOVES FEDERAL WORKER'S 
| ANTI-DISCRIMINATION PROTECTIONS 

Gay and lesbians in the entire federal workforce have had theirjob 
I protections officially removed by the office of Special Counsel. The 
new Special Counsel, Scott Bloch, says his interpretation of a 1978 
law intended to protect employees and job applicants from adverse 
personnel actions is that gay and lesbian workers are not covered. 
Bloch was appointed by George W. Bush 
Bloch said that while a gay employee would have no recourse for 
being fired or demoted for being gay, that same worker could not be 
fired for attending a gay Pride event. In his interpretation, Bloch is 
making a distinction between one’s conduct as a gay or lesbian and 
one’s status as a gay or lesbian. 

This action is particularly negative because during interviews with 
| Congress before his appointment, Bloch answered direct 

P uestions about this issue by saying he would continue to protect 
ederal Workers from discrimination based on sexual orientation. 
Federal Workers had been protected based on sexual orientation 
since the 1970s.

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CHANCING VALUES 

“King and King" written by Linda de Haan and 
Stem Nijland and published in 2002 is summarized by 
the Library of Congress: “When the queen insists that 
the prince get married and take over as king, the 
search for a suitable mate does not turn out as 
expected.” For the parents of a North Carolina school girl, indeed it 
doesn’t. Prince Bertie marries Prince Lee and the book ends with the 
two princes sharing a kiss, “tastefully” hidden behind a big red heart. 
Yet perhaps in the most shocking line of the book, the Queen 
confesses to the Prince, "I don’t understand you. ...When I was your 
age I’d been married twice already.” 

It has been over fifteen years since “Heather Has Two Mommies" 
was published. Surely that is time enough for even the most slow 
witted among us to come to grips with the reality that Heather’s 
parents (two lesbians) were at one time children. But the parents of a 
Wilmington, North Carolina first grader are holding hostage a copy 
“King and King” that their daughter brought home from school. They 
say they are keeping the book until their daughter’s elementary 
school promises to remove the book from its lending library. The 
father was reported as saying “My child is not old enough to 
understand something like that, especially when it is not in our 
beliefs." His objection is the homosexual content of the book, I 
believe, and not in the book’s failure to defend the sanctity of 
heterosexual marriage. 

While “Heather Has Two Mommies" and “Daddy’s Wedding" are 
books about same sex parents, Haan and Nijland’s “King and King" 
and “The Sissy Duckling" by Harvey Fierstein are about gay children 
and youth. “The Sissy Duckling”, Elmer, isn’t like other boy ducklings. 
When the other boys built forts, Elmer made sand castles. When the 
other boys played football, Elmer put on the half-time show. These 
books reflect real life through fantasy, just like other story books found 
in most elementary school libraries. 

In the scenario unfolding in North Carolina, the parents say they 
are worried about the values their daughter may be exposed to by 
reading “King and King", so they are engaging in civil disobedience at 
the least or at worst stealing public property by failing to return the 
book to the library. Their implication that a child who is homosexual 
can not be the moral equivalent of their own child is presumptive and 
rude at best and malicious at worst. The school librarian insists that 
the established “rules” be followed, that the family return the book at 
once and use the designated complaint procedure to express their 
views about the appropriateness of this book for the library. In the end 
the school principal, says that there is a lot of diversity in the school 
and “What might be inappropriate for one family, in another family is a 
totally acceptable thing.” Thank goodness the principal is our pal! 

Yes, this is all about changing values. Our families are becoming 
more and more visible. With that visibility comes increasing 
acceptance as more people get to know gay and lesbian families and 
children. All children need to have access to literature that reflects 
the realities of their lives. “Dick and Jane" were so straight, white, 
privileged and 50’s. Children who are gay or lesbian or who are 
growing up in gay and lesbian families need to be able to see their 
fives reflected in some of the books they read. Every child is unique 
and these books help children and youth to understand, respect and 
value their differences. Those differences are what makes every child 
and their family special.

SAME-SEX MARRIAGE RIGHTS 

THINGS ARE CHANGING EVERYDAY, 
THIS IS WHERE WE ARE NOW 
BY LIZ BRADBURY 


Civil Union only grants the state rights 
for the state in which it is issued. Civil 
Union does not grant federal Rights 
(there are 1000 federal Marriage rights ) 
And Civil Union is not recognized 
outside of the state it is issued. 

Civil Marriage will grant state and 
federal rights. A Civil Marriage 
performed in one state will ultimately 
be recognized in all of the United 
States because of the full faith and 
credit clause of the US Constitution. 

As long as one state begins to 
recognize same-sex marriage, the only 
thing that will block the national 
recognition of legal civil marriage for 
same-sex couples in every state is an 
amendment to the US Constitution 
banning same-sex marriage. 


Massachusetts: 

What has happened: The State Supreme Court 
of Massachusetts has required that the state 
recognize same-sex marriage beginning on May 
17,2004. Though some in the Mass, legislature may 
vote to put a State Constitutional Amendment 
banning same-sex marriage on the ballot for a vote by 
the people, the soonest that could happen would be is 
in 2006. Same-sexcouples will marry after May 17. 

Where we are now: The State Legislature is on recess 
and comes back in session on March 11. They will 
resume the debate on the amendment. If the amendment 
is not voted on in this session, the possibility of it coming 
to a vote by the people will move even farther back. 

What could stop it: A legal loophole may temporarily stop 
out of state people from getting licenses, however, it does 
not seem as though Massachusetts same-sex couples 
can be stopped from legally marrying after May 17. If the 
State Constitution is ultimately changed to ban same-sex 
marriage, there is a chance that the marriages already 
preformed could be nullified. 

San Francisco: 

What has happened: The S.F. Mayor has issued marriage licenses to same-sex couples and 3300+ 
same-sex couples have been married. However they will not be fully legal until the State Supreme 
Court of California decides that denying same-sex couples marriage is discriminatory .. 

Where we are now: San Francisco has sued the State to compel Supreme Court scrutiny .. 

The case is now in the lower courts. 

What could stop it: A Supreme Court of California decision that same-sex couples are not entitled to 
equal rights. 

New York: New Paltz 

What has happened: The Mayor of New Paltz married same-sex couples, but the local Clerk of the 
Courts refused to issue the licenses.The marriages have little chance of becoming legal. 

Where we are now: The State has charged the Mayor criminally for doing marriages without licenses. 
What could stop it: It never really had a chance. 

New York: Ithaca 

What has happened: The Mayor of Ithaca says she wants to issue same-sex marriage licenses. She 
has agreed to sue the state insisting that the State Supreme Court will find that denying same-sex 
couples equal marriage rights unconstitutional discrimination. 

Where we are now: Process is just beginning.This is a better possibility than New Paltz.The Mayor of 
New York city is being asked to issue licenses as well. He has not decided. (In my opinion, if he does, 
we will get marriage rights, because so many NYC same-sex couples will get married, the rights will be | 
impossible to deny). 

What could stop it: A Supreme Court of New York decision that same-sex couples are not entitled to 
equal rights. 

Oregon: Portland 

What has happened: The Mayor of Portland has suggested the city will begin issuing licenses to 
same-sex couples. The Constitution of Oregon is probably the most likely to be interpreted in our favor 
Where we are now: Process just beginning . 

What could stop it: A Supreme Court of Oregon decision that same-sex couples are not entitled to 
equal rights,___
